thfe muck-rake, the man who could look 
no way but downward.with the muck-rake 
in his hand: who was ottered a celestial 
.crown for his muck-rake, but who would 
neither look up nor regard th* crown 
he was oT'erpd. but continued to rake to 
himself the filth of the floor. - There Is 
fihJi on the floor, and It must he scraped 
•UP with the muck-rake; and there are 
times and places where this service ia 
the moat n«»<=ded of all the services that 
can he performed. But the man who 
never does tmythtas- else, •who nevef 
thinks or speaks or •writes, save of hit 
feats with t&« muck-rak*. speedily be* 
comes, not a help to society, not an in- 
citement to good, hut one of the mewl 
potent forces for evil. 


Liar Mo Better Than Thtet 


,Th«y are In. the, body" "politic, eoonemtt 
and " sbfilalr^ajany' anoL grave evils, and" 
there is urgent necessity for the stern- 
est war upon. them. There should he re- 
lentless exposure of and attack upon 
every evil man, whether politician 01 
business man. every evil practice, wheth- 
er In politics, in business or in social 
life. I hail as a benefactor every write! 
or speaker, every man who, en tfcft plat- 
form or in book, magazine or newspaper, 
with merciless severity, makes such at- 
tack, provided always that he in hii 
turn remembers that the attack It of list 
anly If It i* absolutely truthful. 
Th€ 
liar la no whit better than the thief, and 
If his mendacity takes the form of slan- 
der, he may be worse than most thievM. 
It puts a. premium upon knavery un- 
truthfully to attack an honest man, of 
even with hysterical exaggeration to as- 
sail a had man with untruth. An epl> 
demlc of indiscriminate assault upon 
character does no good, but very greal 
harm. The soul of every scoundrel is 
gladdened whenever an honest man is as- 
sailed, or even when a scoundrel is un- 
truthfully aesailecl. 
Now. H is easy to twist out of shape 


what I have just said, easy to affect to 
misunderstand it, and if it is slurred ovet 
in repetition, not difficult really to misun- 
derstand it Some persons are Blnceralj 
incapable of understanding that to de- 
nounce mud slinging does not meaa the 
indorsement of whitewashing; and "both 
the Interested Individuals who need white- 
washing, and those others who practice 
mud slinging-, like to encourage such con- 
fusion of ideas. One of the chief counts 
against those who make Indiscriminate 
assault upon men in business or m»n In 
public llf« is that they Invite a reaction 
which Is sure to tril powerfully in favoi 
of the Unscrupulous scoundrel who reallj 
ought to bef attacked, who ought to hf 
exposed, who ought, if possible^ to be 
put in the penitentiary. 
Any excess is almost sure to Invite * 
reaction; and. unfortunately. th« reaction, 
instead of talcing the form of punish' 
ment of those guilty of the excess. Is ve*y 
apt to take the form either of punish- 
ment of the unoffending or of giving Im- 
munity, and even strength, to offenders. 
The effort to make financial or political 
profit cut of the destruction of charactei 
can only resulT in public calamity. Grosf 
and reckless assaults on character cre- 
ate a morbid and vicious public senti- 
ment, and at the same time act as a 
profound deterrent to able men of nor- 
mal sensitiveness and tend te prevent 
them from entering the public service at 
any prtee. As an instance In point. 1 
may mention that on« serious difficulty 
encountered In getting the right type 
of men to dig the Panama canal Is the 
certainty that they will be "exposed, both 
without and, I am sorry to say, some* 
times within, congress, to utterly reck- 
less assaults on their character and ca- 
pacity. 


Hunt Down Criminals. 


At the risk of repetition, let •« gay 
again that my plea is. not for immunity 
to, but for the most unsparing exposure 
•f th« politician who betrays his trust, 
of the hig business men who makes 01 
spends his fortune In illegitimate or cor- 
rupt ways. There should be a resolute 
effort te hunt every such mam out of the 
position he has disgraced, 
Tftwya»«i- the 
crime and hunt down the criminal r hut 
remanher that eve* in the CM* of crime. 
If tt IB attacked In sensatfcMMl. lurid attd 
untruthful fashion, the attack nay ca 
au»r* damage to the public Blind tha* the 
crime Itself.

Of our political and industrial life with 
such crude and sweeping generalisations 
as to include decent men In the general 
condemnation means the searing of the 
public conscience. There results a gen- 
eral attitude either of cynical belief In 
and lndiS>renee to public corruption, or 
else of a. distrustful inability to discrimi- 
nate between the good and the bad. 
Either attitude is fraught with untold 
damage to the country as a whole. 
At this moment we are passing through 
a period of great unrest—eocial. political 
and Industrial unrest. It Is of the utmost 
importance for our fbture that this should 
prove to fce r^>t the unrest of mere re- 
belliousness against life, of mere dissat- 
isfaction with the inevitable inequality 
of conditions, but the unrest of a resolute 
and eager ambition to secure the better* 
ment of tfce individual and the nation. 
So far as this movement ol agitation 
throuKbout the country Jakek the rorm 
of a fierce discontent wfti evil, of s. *e- 
termination to punish the authors of 
evil, whether Sn industry °r polities, the 
feeling Is to he heartily welcomed as * 
sign of healthy life. 
It is a prime necessity that If the pres- 


ent unrest is to r'esuli in permanent good 
the emotion shall be translated Into ac- 
tion, and that the action shall be marked 
by honesty, sanity and self reatAint. 
There Is mighty little good hi a mere 
spasm of reform. The reform that counts 
Is that which comes through steady, con- 
tinuous growth: violent emotionalism 
leads to exhaustion. 


Advocates Inheritance Tax. 


It is Important to this people to grap- 
ple with the problems connected with the 
amassing- of enormous fortunes, and the 
use of those fortunes, coth corporate and 
individual. In business. 
"We should dis- 


criminate in the sharpest way between 
fortunes well won and fortunes ill won; 
between those gained in an incident to 
performing great services to the com- 
multy as a whole, and those gained In 
evil fashion by keeping just within the) 
limits of mere law honesty. Of course, 
no amount of charity In spending for-4 
tunes in any way compensates for ml*-1 
conduct hi making- them! As a matte* 
of pprsonil conviction, and without pre- 
tending to discuss the details or formu- 
late the system, I feel that we shall ulti- 
mately have to consider the adoption of 
some such scheme as that of a progres- 
sive tax on all fortunes, -beyond a cer- 
tain amount, either' gtveif'ln life or de- 
vised or bequeathed upon death to any 
Individual—a tax so trained as to put 
it out of the jjcwer <*f the owner of one j 
of tneae"aaorfiicn»-J»ftTnies'-to. hand over « 
taore than a certain amount:to any one 
Individual; the tax, 6f course,"-to be im- 
posed by the national and not the state 
government. Such taxation should, ol 
course, be aimed merely at the Inherit- 
ance or transmission In their entirety of 
these fortunes swollen beyond all healthy 
limits. 
Again, the national government must 


lit some form exercise supervision ove* 
corporations engaged In Interstate bu»l- 
iiess—and all large corporations are en- 
gaged In interstate business—whether by 
llcenefc or otherwise, so as to permit us 
to deal with the far-reaching evils of 
over capitalization. This year we are 
making a beginning in the direction of 
serious effort to settle some of these eco- 
nomic problems by the railway-rate leg- 
islation. 
The first requisite in the public ser- 
vants who are to deal In this shape with 
corporations, whether as legisltors or aa 
executives, is honesty. This honesty can 
he no respecter of persons. Ttiere can be j 
no such thing as unilateral honesty. The 
danger is not really from corrupt corpo- 
rations; It springs from the corruption 
Itself, whether exercised for or against 
corporations. 
The men of wealth who today are try- 
ing to prevent the regulation and control 
of their business in the interest of the 
public by the propel government author- 
ities will not succeed, In my judgment. 
In checking the progress of the move- 
ment. 
But If they did succeed they 
would find that they had sown the wind 
and would surely reap the whirlwind, for 
they would ultimately provoke the violent 
excesses which accompany a reform com- 
ing by convulsion , instead of by steady 
and natural growth. 
On the other hand, the wild preache*» 


of unrest and discontent, the wild agi- 
tator* against the entire existing order, 
the men who act crookedly, whether he- 
cause of sinister design or from mere 
puzzle-headedness, tha men who preach 
destruction without proposing any sub- 
stitute for what they intend to destroy, 
or who propose a substitute which would 
be far worse than the existing evils—all 
these men are the most dangerous op* 
panents of real reform. If they get their 
way they will lead the people Into a 
deeper pit than any into which they 
could fall under the present system. K 
they fail to get their way they will still 
do incalculable harm by provoking the 
kind of reaction, which In Its revolt 
asainst the senseless evil of their teach- 
ing, would enthrone more securely than 
ever the very evils which their misguid- 
ed followers believe they are attacking.

New York, April 13.—At the meet- 


ing of thfe sub-committees of the an- 
thracite mine workers and operators 
the representatives of the employes 
offered the mine owners the choice of 
two propositions in their endeavor to 
come to an amicable agreement, and 
the employers made an informal re- 
ply in which they intimated that they 
are not likely to accept either of the 
wage workers' offers. The operators 
will make an official answer to the 
miners' latest proposition by letter, 
and there will be no further meetings 
until something develops. While their*

Washingtbh, April 16. 
íresideht 
Roosevelt, ih his speech at the laylhg 
of the corner-stone of the Office build- 
ing for the house of representativiffe, 
added anothfer number to his program 
of reforms by advocating the imjwsl- 
tlon of. a federal inheritance tax on 
"swollen fortunes." He also denounced 
the detractors Of public men in the 
course of hlá talk on the "man with 
the muck-rake.'* 
Th^ president's ad- 
dress In part was as fftllows: 


Óver a century ago Washington laid 
Ihé corner slone of thd capítol In what 
Was then little more than a tract of 
wooded wlldtrness hnre beside the Poto- 
macv 
We now find it necessary to pro- 
vide by great additional buildings 
foi 
the business of the gDvernm«nt. 
The 
material 
problema that 
face us today 
are not such as they were In Washing- 
tons' time, but the underlying facts ol 
Humiin nature are the an,mo now as they 
wore then. Undor altered external form 
we war with the snme tendencies toward 
(JVll thAt were evident In Washington's 
time, and are helped by the same ten- 
dencies for good. 
It Is about Bome ol 
these that I wish to say a word. 


In Bunyan's Pilirrlm trogres« you may 
recall the d4*BcrtptIon of the man with 
the muck-rake, the mftn who could look 
no way but downward.Vith the muck-rake 
In his hand; who was offered a celestial 
crown for his muck-rako, but who would 
neither look up nor reprard the crown 
ho was of^erpd. but continued to rake to 
himself the filth of the floor. - There is 
filth on the floor, and It must bo scraped 
up with tho muck-rako; and there are 
times and places where this sorvlce ia 
tho most needed of all the services that 
can bo performed. 
But the man whd 
novor does -anything 
else, who 
novef 
thinks or speaks or writes, save of his 
feats with the muck-rako. speedily bo' 
comes, not a help to society, not an In- 
citement to good, but one of the most 
t>otent forces for evil. 


Liar No Better Than Thief. 


Thny are In. the body ivolltlc, e^wnOraltf 
and fiftjoi/ilr'sniany and g-rave evils, nnd 
there Is urft-ont necessity for thi> stern- 
est war upon, them. There should be re- 
lentless 
exposure of and attack 
upon 
every evil man, whether politician ox 
business man. every evil practice, wheth- 
er in polltloR. in business or in social 
life. I hall as a bsnefoctor every wrltei 
or speaker, every man who, on the plat- 
form or In book, magazine or newspaper, 
with merciless severity, makes such at- 
tack. provided always that he in hli 
turn remembers that the attack is of use 
f>nly if It 1« absolutely truthful. 
The 
liar Is no whit bettor than the thief, and 
If his mendacity takes the form of slan- 
der, he may be worse than most thlovsa 
It puts a premium upon knavory un* 
truthfully to attack an honest man, ol 
oven with hysterical exaggeration to as* 
sail a bad man with untruth. 
An epl» 
domic of Indiscriminate 
assault 
upon 
character does no good, but very greal 
harm. 
The fc'oul of every scoundrel Is 
gladdened whenever ah honest man Is as- 
sailed, or even when a scoundrel is un- 
trgthfuHy assailed. 


Now, It Is easy to twist out of shape 
what I have Just said, easy to affect to 
misunderstand It, and If it Is slurred ovet 
in repetition, not dlflloUlt really to misun- 
derstand It. 
Some persons are slncerelT 
Incapable of understanding that to de- 
nounce mud sllngrlng does not moan thfl 
Indorccmont of whitewashing; and both 
the Interested Individuals who need whlt»- 
waehlng, and those others who practice 
mud slinging, like to encourage such con- 
fusion of Ideas. One Of the ohlsf counti 
Against those who make Indlsorlmlnat« 
assault upon mon in business or men In 
public llf« Is that they Invito a reaction 
which is sure to tell powerfully in favor 
of thô Unscrupulous scoundrel who really 
ouHTht to be attacked, who ought to be 
exposed, who ought. If possible, to be 
put in the penitentiary. 


Any excess Is almost sure to invite a 
reaction; and. unfortunately, the reaction, 
instead of taking th» form of punish* 
ment of those R-ullty of the excess, is very 
apt to take the form either of punish- 
ment of the unoffending or of giving Im- 
munity, and even strength, to offenders. 
The effort to make financial or political 
profit out of the destruction of character 
oan only result in public calamity. Grosfl 
and reckless assaults on character cre- 
ate a morbid and vicious public senti- 
ment. and at the same time act as a 
proiound deterrent to able men of nor- 
mai sensitiveness and tend to prevent 
them from entering the public service at 
any price, 
As an instance in point, Ï 
may mention that one serious dtffloulty 
encountered in gutting the right type 
of men to dig the Panama canal Is th« 
certainty that they will be'exposod, both 
without and, I am sorry to say, some* 
times within, congress, to utterly reck- 
less assaults on their character and ca- 
pacity.

To assali thè great .and admitted ©vils 
of our political and industrial life with 
such crude and sweeping generalisations 
as to Include Ûrcent men In the general 
condamnation means the searing of the 
public conscience.

and Indlfforenoo to public corruption, or 
else of a distrustful Inability to dlscrlmU 
nate between the good

Either attitude Is fraught with untold 
damnée to the country ait a whole. 


At this moment wo are passing throuith 
a period of «roat unrfeçt—social, political 
and industrial unrest. It Is of the utmost 
importance for our fUture that this should 
prove to be rmt the unrest of mere nj- 
bolHovisness aJKilnat life, of m«r« dissat- 
isfaction with the Inevitable Inequality 
of conditions, but tho UnfGst of a resolute 
and eager ambition to Secure the better- 
ment of the individual and the nation.

foHIng is to b® heartily wclcoraod as a 
sign of healthy life. 


It Is a prime necessity that if tho pres- 
ent unrest Is to i^esult In permanent good 
the emotion shall be translated into ao* 
tlon, and that thë àctlon shall be marked 
by honesty, 
sanity and self 
restraint. 
Thore Is miphty little good In a mero 
\ spasm of reform. The reform that counts 
is that which oorrtea through steady, con- 
tinuous 
growth; 
violent 
emotionalism 
leads to exhaustion. 


Advocates Inheritance Tax. 


It is Important to this people to grap- 
j>lo with the problems connected with tho 
amassinfT of enormous fortunes, and the 
Use of those fortunes, both corporate and 
individual. In buslnecs. 
We should dis- 
criminate in tho sharpest way between 
fortunes well won and fortunes 111 won; 
between those gained in an Incident to 
performing great services to ^the com- 
muity as a whole, and those gained In 
evil fashion by keeping just within fhm 
iimltn of mero law honesty. 
Of course, 
ho amount of charity In spending for-' 
tunpfi In ajiy way compensates for rols-* 
conduct in making them. 
As a mattei 
of pnrsonal conviction, and without pre-* 
tending- to discuss the details or formu- 
late the system, I feel that wo shall ulti- 
mately have to consider the adoption of 
some such scheme as that of a progres- 
sive tax on all fortunes, ^eyond a cer- 
tain amount, either glvon^ in life or de- 
vised or bequeathed upon dpiith to any 
individual—a tax so fraihod as to put 
It out of the power df thè owner of one 
of these enormous foi'tunes to hand over 
Inoro than a certain amount to any ona 
individual; the tax, bf course, to be Im- 
posed by tho national and not the stata 
government. 
Buch taxation should, ol 
course, bo aimed merely at tho inhwlt- 
ance or transmission In their entirety of 
those fortunes sw&llen beyond all hoalthy 
limits. 


Again, tho ndtlonal government must 
Ih some form exercise supervision over 
Corporations engaged In Interstate busi* 
tioss—and all large corporations are en- 
gaged In Interstate business—whether by 
license or otherwise, so as to permit us 
to deal with the far-reaching evils of 
òver capitalization. 
This year we ar« 
making a beginning in the direction of 
serious effort to settle some of these eco- 
nomic problems by the railway-rate leg- 
islation. 


Tho first requisite in tho public ser- 
vants who are to deal In this shape with 
corporations, whether as leglsltors or as 
executives, Is honesty. This honosty can 
bo no respector of persons. There can ba 
no such thing as unilateral honesty. The 
danser is not really from corrupt corpo- 
rations; it springs from tho corruption 
Itself, whether exorcisod for or against 
corporations. 


The men of wealth who today are try- 
ing to prevent the regulation and control 
of their butiness in tho Interest of th« 
public by tho proptìf government author- 
ities will not succeed. In my judgment, 
in checking the pfogress of the move- 
ment. 
But 
if they did succeed 
they 
would find that they had sown the wind 
and would surely reap the whirlwind, for 
they would ultimately provoka tho violent 
excesses which accompany a reform com- 
ing by convulsion Instead of by steady 
and natural growth. 


On the other hand, the wild preachert 
of unrest and discontent, th® wild agi* 
tators against the Entire existing order« 
the men who act crookedly, whether be- 
cause of sinister design or from mer« 
puzzle-headedness, th« men who preach 
destruction without proposing any sub- 
stitute for what they Intend to destroy, 
or who propose a substitute which would 
be far worse than the existing evils—ail 
these men are the most dangerous op* 
penents of real reform. If they get their 
way they will lead the peoplo Into a 
deeper pit than any Into which 
they 
could fall under the present system. 
If 
they fall to got their way they will still 
do incalculable harm by provoking tho 
kind 
of 
reaction, which 
in 
Its 
revolt 
a^jainst the senseless evil of their tea^h« 
ing, would enthrone more securely than 
ever tho very evils which their misguid- 
ed followers believe they aie attacking. 


MINERS PROPOSAL 


IS UNACCEPTABLE 


New York, April 13.—At tho meet- 
ing of thb sub-committec9 of tho an- 
thracite mine workers and operators 
the representatives of the «mployefl 
offered the mine owners the choice of" 
two propositions In their endeavor to 
corno to an amicablo agreement, and 
tho employers made an Informal re- 
ply in which they intimated that they 
are not likely to accept either of the 
wage workers' offers. 
Tho oi>eratora 
will make an ofliicia!! answer to the 
miners' latest proposition Ky letter, 
and there will be no further meeUnga 
until something develops^ While ther® 
is still hope that a peaceful solution 
of tho controversy will be found, the 
meeting 
did 
not 
bring 
the 
con- 
tending parties clotìer together. 
In 
fact, tJiey appear to have almost reach* 
ed the limit of thfelr negotiations^ If 
the operators should decline to enter- 
tain either of the propositions submit- 
ted by the miners it Is probable a con- 
\entloii of miners will be called at 
which the delegates will declare that 
a strike exists. 


BrieHy Stated, the ofCef made by 
President Mitchel was a re-submisslon 
of the miners' original demands with 
two amendments, and in case they arO 
Eot accepted he 
proposes 
that the 
whole controversy bo placed beford 
the strike commossion. 


In one of th® amendments to the 
Original demands President Mitchell 
drops the request Îor the recognition 
of tho union, and provides that the 
proposed agreement be madé between 
the operators and thé anthracite mine 
workers instead of the United Mine 
"Workers 
of 
America. 
The 
other 
amendment 
provides that only em- 
ployes who are willing shall be assess- 
ed a certain sum each month to> de- 
fray the expenses of carrying oiit tho 
proposed check-off agreement instead 
of union and non-union men being call- 
ed upon to contribute. 
If the oper- 
ators will not accept tte Original de- 
mands âs amended, the miners pro- 
pose that they (the original demands 
as amended) and thè operators first 
proposition, which provides for a re- 
newal for three yeats of the award of 
the ¿bthracite strike commission, be 
referred for the 
fcrbitratlon 
to tho 
strike commission. 
Thus the miners 
drop their second offer, which pro- 
vided for arbitration by the concilcia- 
tion board, and ignore the ox>erators' 
eecohd propositioii, with the exception 
of the 
strike 
commission 
featui'd, 
which they accept 


After Preeideht Mitchell, as chalrmàn 
of the miners' sub-committee, had fin- 
ished reqdiiig the answer, the oper- 
ators Withdrew and discussed the com- 
munication foi* 
about 
ten minutes. 
Upon their return. President Baer, as 
chairman of the operators' committee, 
inade this reply: 


"Wo regret that you have not ac- 
cepted our propositions. 
We do not 
feel that we can modify them. We will 
hereafter answei* your communication 
of this date by letter, or, if you de- 
eire a further meeting, the time can 
be arranged now or be hereafter fixed 
by the respective chairman. tt

Springfield, Mo. 


Springfield, Mo., April 16.—A mob 
of 5000 persons tore down the jail and 
took Horace Duncan, James Copeland 
and Will Allen, negroes, hanged them 
to an electric tower in tlie centre of 
a public square and built a fire under 
tho suspended men. 
The first two, 
both under 21 years of age. were In Jail 
charged with asaultlng Mabel Edmond- 
son, a white girl. 
Allan waa charged 
with murder. 


The mob used telephone poles and 
sledge hammers to tear the Jail to 
pieces. 
It is a mile from tho Jail to 
the square, and the mob marched down 
one of the principal streets, shouting, 
"Hang tliem," "Burn them." 
Duncan 
and Copeland were taken to- the public 
square, and hanged to a statue of tho 
Goddess of Liberty and a fire kindled 
under them, in which they were roast- 
ed, thousands of persons watching their 
agony. 


Will Allan was charged with the 
murder of G. M. Rouarke last January, 
but protesting his innocence was next 
taken from jail by the mob. 
Allan 
was hanged in the public square to 
the same tower that had served as a 
scaffold for the other two negroes 


As soon as Allan was dead several : 
men rushed back to the jail for Bud 
Cane, a negro acctued also^ of the 
murder of Rouarke, but Cane and all 
but six of the prisoners in Jail had 
escaped from the wrecked prison. The 
mob finding itself 
wllhoul.

THE MAN WITH 
THE MUCK RAKE 


President Roosevelt Denounces Crit­ 
icism of Public Offioiala, 


ADVOCATES INHERITANCE TA* 


WashingtOh, April 16. — President 
Roosevelt, ih his speech at the laying 
of the corner-stone of the office build­ 
ing for the house of representatives, 
added anothfer number to his program 
of reforms by advocating the imposi­ 
tion of • a federal Inheritance tax on 
“swollen fortunes.” He also denounced 
the detractors Of public men in the 
course of hià talk on the “man with 
thfe muck-rake.” Thé president's ad* 
dress in part was as follows: 


Over a century ago Washington laid 
thé corner stone of the capitol in what 
Was then little more than a tract of 
wooded wilderness here beside the Poto- 
macv 
We now find it necessary to pro­ 
vide by great additional buildings fox 
tho business of the government. 
The 
material problems that face us today 
are not such as they were in Washing­ 
tons’ time, but the underlying facts oi 
Human nature are the same now as they 
were then. Undor altered external form 
we war with the snme tendencies toward 
evil that were evident in Washington’s 
time, and are helped by the same ten­ 
dencies for good. 
It is about some ol 
these that I wish to say a word. 


In Bunyan's Piltrrim Progress you may 
recall the description of the man with 
the muck-rake, the mftn who could look 
no way but downward.With the muck-rake 
in his hand: who was offered a celestial 
crown for his muck-rake, but who would 
neither look up nor regard the crown 
ho was oî^errd. but continued to rake to 
himself the filth of the floor. - There 1» 
filth on the floor, and it must be scraped 
up with the muck-rake; and there are 
times and places where this service is 
tho most nodded of all the services that 
can bo performed. 
But the man whd 
never does -anything else, who 
novel 
thinks or speaks or writes, save of his 
feats with the muck-rake, speedily be* 
comes, not a help to society, not an in­ 
citement to good, but one of the moat 
J>otent forces for evil. 


Liar No Better Than Thief. 


They are in. the body politic, eoondmk 
and sbciuTf^mnny and grave evils, and 
there is urA'ont necessity for th* stern­ 
est war upon. them. There should be re­ 
lentless exposure of and attack upon 
every evil man, whether politician oi 
business man, every evil practice, wheth­ 
er in politics, in business or in social 
life. I hail as a benefactor every writei 
or speaker, every man who, on the plat­ 
form or in book, magazine or newspaper, 
with merciless severity, makes such at­ 
tack, provided always that he in hli 
turn remembers that the attack Is of use 
only If It Is absolutely truthful. 
Th« 
Uar Is no whit better than the thief, and 
If his mendacity takes the form of slan­ 
der, he may be worse than most thieves. 
It puts a premium upon knavory un* 
truthfully to attack an honest man, ol 
even with hysterical exaggeration to as* 
sail a bad man with untruth. 
An epl* 
demic of indiscriminate 
assault 
upon 
character does no good, but very greal 
harm. 
The soul of every scoundrel is 
gladdened whenever an honest man is as­ 
sailed, or even when a scoundrol Is un­ 
truthfully assailed. 


Now, it Is easy to twist out of shape 
what I have Just said, easy to affect to 
misunderstand it, and if it is slurred ovei 
in repetition, not difficult really to misun­ 
derstand it. 
Some persons are sincerely 
incapable of understanding that to de­ 
nounce mud slinging docs not moan th< 
Indorsement of whitewashing; and both 
the interested individuals who need white­ 
washing, and those others who practice 
mud slinging, like to encourage such con­ 
fusion of ideas. One Of the chief counts 
against those who make lndlsorimlnat« 
assault upon men in business or men in 
public life is that they invito a reaction 
which is sure to tell powerfully in favoi 
of thd Unscrupulous scoundrel who really 
ought to be attacked, who ought to b« 
exposed, who ought, if possible, to bf 
put in the penitentiary. 


Any excess is almost sure to Invite s 
reaetion; and. unfortunately, the reaction, 
instead of taking the form of punish­ 
ment of those guilty of the exoess. Is very 
apt to take the form either of punish­ 
ment of the unoffending or of giving im­ 
munity, and even strength, to offenders. 
The effort to make financial or political 
profit out of the destruction of character 
oan only result in public calamity. Gross 
and reckless assaults on character cre­ 
ate a morbid and vicious public senti­ 
ment. and at the same time act as a 
prolound deterrent to able men of nor­ 
mal sensitiveness and tend to prevent 
them from entering the public service at 
any price, 
As an instance in point, j 
may mention that one serious difficulty 
encountered in gutting the right typ« 
of men to dig the Panama canal Is the 
certainty that they will be*exposed, both 
without and, I am sorry to say, some* 
times within, congress, to utterly reck­ 
less assaults on their character and ca­ 
pacity. 


Hunt Down Criminals. 


At the risk of repetition, let 
say 
again that my plea Is, not for immunity 
to, but for the most unsparing exposure 
of the politician who betrays his trust, 
of the big business men who makes or 
spends his fortune in illegitimate or cor­ 
rupt ways. 
There should be a resolute 
effort to hunt every such man out of the 
position he has disgraced. 
Exposer the 
crime and hunt down the criminal; but 
romomber that evea in the case of crime, 
if it Is attacked in sensational, lurid and 
untruthful fashion, the attack may 4o 
nture damage to the public mind tha* the 
crime itself. 
It is because 1 feel that 
there should be no rest in tfce endless ; 
war against the forces 
la a t I 


ask that the war be conducted with san­ 
ity as well as with resolution. The men 
with the muck-rakoB are often indis- 
pensahlo to the well being of society; 
but only if they know when to stop 
raking the mùck, and to look upward 
to the celestial crown above them, ttf 
the crown of worthy endeavor. 


To assail the great .and admitted evils 
of our political and industrial life with 
such crude and sweeping generalisations 
as to include decent men in the general 
condemnation means the searing of the 
public conscience. 
There results a gen* 
eral attitude either of cynical belief in 
and indifference to public corruption, or 
elso of a distrustful inability to dlscrlml*- 
nate between the good 
and the 
bad. 
Either nttitudo is fraught with untold 
damage to the country ad a whole. 


At this moment wo are passing thToutfh 
a period of great unrest—social, political 
and industrial unrest. It Is of the utmost 
importance for our fhture that this should 
prove to be r*r>t the unrest of mere re­ 
belliousness afiiinst life, of mere dissat­ 
isfaction with the Inevitable inequality 
of conditions, but the tinfest of a resolute 
and eager ambition to Secure the better­ 
ment of the individual and the nation. 
So far as this movement of agitation 
throughout the country Jtakefe tho rorm 
of a fierce discontent wmi evil, of a de­ 
termination to punish 
the authors 
of 
evil, whether in Industry or politics, the 
feeling Is to be heartily welcomed mm a 
sign of healthy life. 


It is a prime necessity that if the pres­ 
ent unrest is to result in permanent good 
the emotion shall be translated into ac­ 
tion, and that thtì àctlon shall be marked 
by honesty, sanity and self restraint. 
There is mighty little good in a mere 
| spasm of reform. The reform that counts 
is that which comes through steady, con­ 
tinuous 
growth; 
violont emotionalism 
leads to exhaustion. 


Advocates Inheritance Tax. 


It is Important to this people to grap­ 
ple with the problems connected with tho 
amassing of enormous fortunes, and the 
iise of those fortunes, both corporate and 
Individual, in business. 
We should dis­ 
criminate in tho sharpest way between 
fortunes woil won and fortunes ill won; 
between those gained in an incident to 
performing great services to *the com- 
multy as a whole, and those gained in 
evil fashion by keeping Just within the 
iimits of mere law honesty. 
Of course, 
no amount of charity In spending for-4 
tunes In ajiy way compensates for mis-* 
conduct in making them. 
As a matte* 
of personal conviction, and without pre* 
tending to discuss the details or formu­ 
late the system, I feel that wo shall ulti­ 
mately have to consider the adoption of 
some such scheme as that of a progres­ 
sive tax on all fortunes, fyeyond a cer­ 
tain amount, either giverì' in life or de­ 
vised or bequeathed upon deàth to any 
individual—a tax so frafttod as to put 
it out of the power df thè owner of one 
of these enormous fortunes to hand over 
inoro than a certain amount-to any one 
Individual; the tax, bf course, to be im­ 
posed by tho national and not the stata 
government. 
Such taxation should, ol 
course, bo aimed merely at the inherit­ 
ance or transmission in thoir entirety of 
these fortunes swollen beyond all healthy 
limits. 
* 


Again, the ndtional government roust 
In some form exercise supervision over 
corporations engaged in interstate busi­ 
ness—and all large corporations are en­ 
gaged in interstate business—whether by 
license or otherwise, so as to permit us 
to deal with the far-reaching evils of 
Over capitalization. 
This year we are 
making a beginning in the direction of 
serious effort to settle some of these eco­ 
nomic problems by the railway-rate leg­ 
islation. 


Tho first requisito In tho public ser­ 
vants who are to deal in this shape with 
corporations, whether as legisltors or as 
executives, is honesty. This honesty can 
be no respector of persons. There can bo 
no such thing as unilateral honesty. The 
danger is not really from corrupt corpo­ 
rations; It springs from tho corruption 
Itself, whether exercised for or against 
corporations. 


The men of wealth who today are try­ 
ing to prevent the regulation and control 
of their business In tho interest of the 
public by the propef government author­ 
ities will not succeed, in my judgment, 
in checking the pfogress of the move­ 
ment. 
But If they did succeed they 
would find that they had sown the wind 
and would surely reap the whirlwind, for 
they would ultimately provoke the violent 
excesses which accompany a reform com­ 
ing by convulsion instead of by steady 
and natural growth. 


On the other hand, the wild preachers 
of unrest and discontent, the wild agi­ 
tators against the entire existing order, 
the men who act crookedly, whether be­ 
cause of sinister design or from mere 
puzzle-headedness, the men who preach 
destruction without proposing any sub­ 
stitute for what they intend to destroy, 
or who propose a substitute which would 
be far worse than the existing evils—al) 
these men are the most dangerous op* 
penents of real reform. If they get their 
way they will lead the peoplo into a 
deeper pit than any into which they 
could fall under the present system. 
If 
they fail to get their way they will still 
do Incalculable harm by provoking the 
kind of reaction, which in its revolt 
against the senseless evil of their teach­ 
ing, would enthrone more securely than 
ever the very evils which their misguid­ 
ed followers believe they aie attacking.

MINERS PROPOSAL 
IS UNACCEPTABLE 


New YOrk, April 13.—At the meet 
!ng of thb sub-committees of tho an­ 
thracite mine workers and operators 
the representatives of the employes 
offered the mine owners the choice of* 
two propositions in their endeavor to 
como to an amicablo agreement, and 
tho employers made an informal re­ 
ply in which they intimated that they 
are not likely to accept either of the 
wage workers* offers. 
Tho operators 
will make an official answer to the 
miners* latest proposition by letter, 
and there will be no further meetings 
until something develops; While there 
is still hope that a peaceful solution 
of tho controversy will be found, the 
meeting 
did 
not 
bring 
the 
con­ 
tending parties closer togother. 
In 
fact, they appear to have almost reach4 
ed the limit of thfeir negotiations* If 
the operators should decline to enter­ 
tain either of the propositions submit­ 
ted by the miners it is probable a con­ 
tention of minors will be called at 
which the delegates will declare that 
a strike exists. 


Briefly Stated, the offef made by 
President Mitchel was a re-submission 
of the miners’ original demands with 
two amendments, and in case they are 
not accepted he 
proposes 
that the 
whole controversy bo placed beford 
the strike commossion. 


In one of th© amendments to the 
Original demands President Mitchell 
drops the request for the recognition 
of tho union, and provides that the 
proposed agreement be madd between 
the operators and the anthracite mine 
workers instead of the United Mine 
Workers 
of 
America. 
The other 
amendment provides that only em­ 
ployes who are willing shall be assess­ 
ed a certain sum each month to> de­ 
fray the expenses of carrying out the 
proposed check-off agreement instead 
of union and non-union men being call­ 
ed upon to contribute. 
If the oper­ 
ators will not accept the Original de­ 
mands às amended, tile miners pro­ 
pose that they (the original demands 
as amènded) and thê operators first 
proposition, which provides for a re­ 
newal for three yeafs of the award of 
the iththracite strike commission, be 
referred for tho 
fcrbitration 
to the 
strike commission. 
Thus the miners 
drop thoir second offer, which pro­ 
vided for arbitration by the concilia­ 
tion board, and ignore the operators* 
secohd proposition, with the exception 
of the 
strike 
commission 
feature, 
which they accept 
After Presideht Mitchell, as chairman 
of the miners* sub-committee, had fin­ 
ished reading the answer, the oper­ 
ators withdrew and discussed the com­ 
munication foi 
about 
ten minutes. 
Upon their return, President Baer, as 
chairman of the operators* committee, 
made this reply: 


“We regret that you have not ac­ 
cepted our propositions. 
We do not 
feel that we can modify them. We will 
hereafter answer1 your communication 
of this date by letter, or, if you de­ 
sire a further meeting, the time can 
be arranged now or be hereafter fixed 
by the respective chairman.” 


Girl Drowned While Canoeing. 


Washington, April 14.—Elsie Wood, 
25 years of age, was drowned in the 
Potomac river while canoeing with G. 
R. Frey, an 18-year-old student at the 
Georgetown 
University, 
their

having been overturned by the swell 
of a passing tugboaL The woman sank 
before aid could reach her. Frey was 
rescued. 
Miss Wood's body has rc t 
been recovered.

It is Just about as good as settled, 
according to the general belief here, 
that the mine operators have gone as

A,« DASTARDLY CRIME 


FlendsAttempt to Wipe Out m Family 
With Dynamite. 


Wilkea-Barro, P r., April 16. — Th© 
people residing in Georgetown, three 
mHes from here, wore thrown in,to a 
state of excitement, when they heard 
a loud explosion, causing doors and 
windows to shake throughout tho vil­ 
lage. 


Later on it was discovered that 
eome one had placed dynamite in a 
holo in the ground near a two-story 
double building, owned by John Laska, 
and occupied by him as a store and 
dwelliiM:. 
Tho explosion wrecked the 
building in many places, and destroy­ 
ed large quantities of goods and fur­ 
niture. Laska, with his wife and two 
cons, the latter aged 12 and 17 years, 
were asleep in the house at the time 
and barely esoaped; however, none 
were seriously injured. 
Mhs. Laska 
waa removed from tho house in a faint­ 
ing condition. 


Laska, when interviewed, stated that 
a number of men employed at the 
mines nearby owed him considerable 
money, and he refused to give them 
any more credit until the strike ques­ 
tion is settled. It is his opinion that 
it was some of them who attempted 
to wipe out him and hia family. 


MOB ROASTS NEGROES 


Three Men Hanged Over a Pire at 


Springfield, Mo. 


Springfield, Mo., April 16.—A mob 
of 5000 persons tore down the jail and 
took Horace Duncan, James Copeland 
and Will Allen, negroes, hanged them 
to an electric tower in the centre of 
a public square and built a fixe under 
tho suspended men. 
The first two, 
both under 21 years of ago, were in jail 
charged with asaulting Mabel Edmond­ 
son, a white girl. Allan was charged 
with murder. 


The mob used telephone poles and 
aledge hammers to tear the Jail to 
pieces. 
It is a mile from tho Jail to 
the square, and the mob marched down 
one of the principal streets, shouting, 
“Hang them,” “Burn them.” 
Duncan 
and Copeland were taken to- the public 
square. and hanged to a statue of tho 
Goddess of Liberty and a fire kindled 
under them, In which they were roast­ 
ed, thousands of persons watching their 
agony. 


Will Allan was charged with the 
murder of G. M. Rouarke last January, 
but protesting his innocence was next 
taken from jail by tho mob. 
Allan 
was hanged in the public square to 
the same tower that had served as a 
scaffold for tho other two negroes 


As soon a* Allan was dead several 
men rushed back to the Jail for Bud 
Cane, a negro accused also of the 
murder of Rouarke, but Cane and all 
but six of the prisoners in jail had 
escaped from the wrecked prison. The 
mob finding itself without suitablo 
prey, dispersed.

Springfield, Mo., April 17. — Ralph 
Burns, 28 years old, shot and killed one 
of, two negroes 
who attacked him 
while he was escorting a young woman 
home.

Burns fired four shots at the 
negroes, killing one of th<?m. The other 
negro escaped. Burns went to the po 
lice station and gave himself up. He 
ran after them, not knowing he had 
bit one, and stumbled over the dead 
body of the man he had shot

Line Jammed

r B ^ HE little building in which 


I 
' Charles Hamilton, the div- 


• 
er. kept his outfit, stood on 
j[ 
the extreme end of Mor- 
ton's wharf. 
In tlie «loek 


beside it were moored, his wrecking- 
scow and steain-luuucb. Whenever 
Hamilton was not away plying his 
trade, he could generally be foun>l in 
this shanty on the pier end. making 
repairs on his divjpg apparatus or 
"swapping yarns"' with some long- 
shore friend. 


Inside the house was a curious as- 


sortment of articles used in his pro- 
fession. A long spike upheld the great 
brass helmet with its wire-guarded 
lights and dinted crown. Close at hand 
hung the thick diving-suit of canvas 
«nd rubber. A pair of lead-soled shoes 
etood on the floor, and a weighted belt 
,was suspended from the wall above 
them. Everything spoke of the strange 
life under water. 


I was fortunate enough to find Ham- 


ilton alone one August afternoon. We 
talked of various matters concerning 
his work, touching finally upon its dan- 
gers. Thereupon he told me the fol- 
Idwing story: 


"On the 25th of May. ihe fourth sea- 


eon after I began to dive/' said he, 
•'I received a telegram from Boston, 
asking me to come in a hurry. The 
fifteen-hundred-ton British East ludia- 
man, Queen of Sheba, inward bound 
iwith a cargo of tea and spices, instead 
of tying up safely at her consignee's 
.wharf, had found a most unwelcome 
haven at the bottom of Massachusetts 
Bay, about ten miles from the city. 
."While under full sail she had struck 
upon a ledge, and shortly after had 
foundered in twenty fathoms, giving 
captain and crew barely time to take 
to the boats. 


"It was a mild, beautiful morniug. 


the 27th of May, with the oceau as 
smooth as a polished floor, -when I put 
on my diving dress and slipped over 
the gunwale of my boat on the way 
to bottom. I soon stood beside the 
Tessel. She lay upon her bilge, her 
deck slanting at an angle of about 
thirty degrees. Before going on board 
I walked about her. Except for a big 
ragged hole 
in the planking under 


the starboard bow, she seemed in per- 
fect condition. It was a pity that so 
fine a ship should have come to such 
an end. 


"But there was plenty of work before 


me aboard. I pulled myself over the 
Sheba's rail, anil dropped upon her 
deck. My first duty was to make a 
careful examination of her cabiii. The 
principal object of my quest was a 
chamois bag containing two hnr.drcd 
British sovereigns, the private property 
of the captain.

. For oysters on toast wipe snflScient 
oysters to closely cover the buttered 
and toasted bread, lav them on the 
slices, season with salt, pepper and a 
bit of butter and put into a very hot 
oven until tbe edges of the oysters 
curS. Hare prepared a rich cream 
sauce, pour over the dish, and serve 
very bot. 


TURKEY OMELET. 


Separate the yolks from the whites 


of six eggs and to the yolks add six 
tablespoonfuls of cold water; beat this, 
season with salt and pepper. Then 
whip the whites to a stiff froth and 
fold into the yolks; beat for five min- 
utes, then beat iu one-half cnpful of 
turkey meat minced as finely as pos- 
sible and mixed with two tablespoon- 
fuls of flour. Have the omelet pan 
moderately hot. per in two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, then turn in the egg 
mixture and cook until a light brown, 
and without turaSng set in the oven 
to dry. 


POTATOES AXD CHEESE. 


Cut some boiled potatoes into slices 


and prepare a sauce of oue cnpful of 
milk thickened with one tablespoon- 
ful of flour and with two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter added, and mil with 
out cupful of grated cheese, a little 
cayenne, two tea^poonfuls of mustard. 
Line a dish with croutons, arrange 
around them a close row of the potato 
slices, and cover with tbe saace; repeat 
in alternate layers, covering the whole 
with sauce; sprinkle lightly with grated 
cheese and verr brown croutons, and 
bake in the oven for about twenty 
minutes. 


SXOW EGGS- 


Put a quart of milk In a saucepan on 


the fire, adding to it two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar and the grated rind of a 
lemon or orange. 
Let the milk come 


to tbe boiling point. While it is heat- 
ing' separate tlie yolks and whites of 
six newly-laid-eggs. Reserve tbe yolks 
for the sauce, "whip the -whites to a 
flaky froth and fold them into four 
tablespoonfals 
of powdered 
sugar. 


Take a large spo:-nf«! of the whipped 
whites, about the size of an egg. and 
drop it into the boning milk- 
Cover 


the surface of tbe milk with spoonfuls 
of the whipped whites and let them 
cook very gently for four minutes. 
Then turu each one and cook it the 
same time on the other side. Take 
them up carefully, beeping each "snow 
egg" intact. 
"When these are cooked 


add more spoonfuls and repeat the 
process until all the whipped whites 
are -used. 
Each "snow- egg" should 


be drained a little as it is lifted from 
the hot milk. They look pretty piled 
in a small pyramid in the centre of a 
crystal platter. For the sauce, the yolk 
of the eggs with the remaining milk 
and a little extra sugar, if desired. 
Cook the sauce just enough to thicken 
it, but not long enough to curdle it- 
Let the snow eggs and sauce become 
thoroughly cold, and pour the sauce 
over them just before serving.

Take a large spoonful of the whipped 
Avhites, about ihe size of an egg, and 
drop it into the boiling milk. 
Cover 
tho surface of the milk AA'ith spoonfuls 
of the whipped Aviiites and let them 
cook very 
gently 
for four 
minutes. 
Then turn ean)i one and cook it the 
same time on the other side.' 
Take 
them up carefully, keeping each "snow 
egg" intact. 
AVhen these are cooked 
add more spoonfuls and repeat 
the 
process imtil all the Avhipped whites 
are used. 
Each "snoAV egg" 
should 
be drained a little as it is lifted from 
the hot milk. 
They look pretty piled 
in a small pyramid in the centre of a 
crystal platter. 
For tho sauce, the yolk 
of the eggs with the remaining milk 
and a little extra sugar, if 
desired. 
Cook the sauce just enough to tliickcn 
it, but not long enough to curdle it. 
Let the snow eggs and sauce become 
thoroughly cold, and pour the sauce 
over them just before serving.

PROBABLY MTODKRfiD. 


Littlestown, Nov* 14.—T he remains of 
Howard F. Angell arrived Saturday morn* 
ingand interment was made in Mt Car 
mel cemetery. 
The following is taken 
from a Newark, N. Y., paper: 


“ The only aids to identification of any 
kind were an empty envelope, evidently 
a pay envelope, and the receipt for a pos 
tal money order taken at the local post* 
dflioe Oct. 27. 
Upon inquiry at the post* 
office it was found that the money order 
was sent by H. F. Angel to Mrs. II. F. 
Angel at Littlestown, Pa. 
The body was 
found face upward in the culvert, about 
half being under the railroad track bed, 
in about six 
inches of 'water. 
Death 
had evidently occurred four or five days 
before the body was found. 
There was a 
severe cut through the scalp on the right 
side of the head, but the skull was not 
fractured. 
The Coroner gave the cause of 
death cerebral hemorrhage resulting from 
a blowon the head. 
The body was in 
a position that it could scarcely have as­ 
sumed had the man been struck by a pass­ 
ing tra in ; Railroad Surgeon Thatcher 
said that the wound was one that could 
hardly have been made by such an acci­ 
dent.” 


Deceased waa aged 42 years. 
He was a 
eon of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Angell, of 
Littlestown, both deceased—the father 
being killed while engaged in running the 
Littlestown market car to Baltimore in 
1878. 
The deceased is survived by his 
wife And three children. 


CREMATED IN TH EiR HOME. 


While Louis Schmidt, aged 70 years, 
was guarding The body of his dead com­ 
panion, John Mylies, aged 65 years, the 
shanty in which they lived caught fire 
and both were cremated early last Wed­ 
nesday morning. 
The men lived in an 
old building on the farm of the David 
Gray bill estate near Crumbling’s mill, 
York county. 
It is thought that Mylies 
died Monday afternoon from natural caus­ 
es. 
Schmidt in his endeavor to save the 
body of his friend was smothered in the 
flames and as a result only the charred 
remains of the two men were found.

The origin of the 
fire is unknown. 


A serious outbreak of a contagious foot 
and mouth disease of cattle has occurred 
in Montour and Northumberland* coun­ 
ties. 
The outbreak is considered of so 
serious a nature that there has arrived in 
Danville several representatives of the 
State Livestock Sanitary Hoard, and three 
experts of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, who are now occupied in 
an effort to prevent the spread of the mal­ 
ady. 
The foot and mouth disease is com­ 
mon in Europe, but exceedingly rare in 
this country. 
This is the first time the 
dieease has ever broken out in Pennsyl­ 
vania and only the second time in North 
America, it having been epidemic in Nesv 
England in 1892, when thousands of cat­ 
tle died. 
The outbreak has been traced 
to a car load of cattle shipped to Danville 
fiom Buffalo, N. Y.

Electricity and Clouds 


By Jl. H. Laidlaiv. 


P. GIBSON of Salisbury. N- C-. has some singular ideas in 
regard to electricity and clouds. What he calls the glazed 
appearance of one of the peaks of a thunder-cloud is simply 
the reflection of sunlight from , frozen vapor. 
The light 


slants from the peal:s to Ms eyes, so that certain peaks show 
what he calls a glazed Appearance and other peaks do not, 
because light is reflecte-i at a different angle. 


After a fen- remarks he calls the glazed peak a flattened 


out peak without assigning a cause. A peak of a cumulus 


cloud might be flattened by a high wind, which would always be likely to flat- 
ten more than one peak. It is not likely to be flattened by atmospheric weight, 
as that is about five pounds less on every square inch of such a peak than it 
is on the earth. Nor "is it likely to be flattened by the weight of frozen vapor, 
because that is lighter than the unfrozen vapor. What Mr. Gibson caUs "the 
squeezing of the nodules of vapor" might be done by an external positive cur- 
rent of electricity, since ice, first and snow are all negatives; but that effect 
would not be limited to one i _ak. Neither would lightning start from those 
negative surfaces. 


There is no doubt that a fall of rain makes the air a better conductor of 


electricity, but after the discharge of electricity there is a heavier rain than 
before. It -is also true that lightning is frequently delivered from one part of 
a cloud. It is the same with hail. 


The reference to Franklin's experiment witt the kite was unfortunate, as 


modern meteorologists know that the results which Franklin obtained under 
a thnnder cloud can be obtained under a clear sky. .The same electrical action 
which created the cloud electrified the kite. Electric currents are everlasting- 
ly active in the atmosphere overhead. A thunder cloud is encircled by a sea 
of ^accumulated electricity, which is the matrix of the storm. Men traveling 
high in mountain regions are occasionally so controlled by the electric behav- 
ior of the clouds above them that they are compelled to lie down until the 
climax has passed. 


Clouds are classified as minerals, being formed and dissipated under sim- 


ilar chemical and electrical laws.

Electricity and Clouds

P. GIBSON of Salisbury. N. C.. has some singular ideas in

regard to electricity and clouds. 
What he calls the glazed 


appearance of one f)f the peaks of a thunder-cloud is simply 
• 
the reflection 
of sunlight-from ,frozen vapor. 
The light 


slants from the pea Us to his eyes, so that certain peaks show 
what he calls a glazed appearance and other peaks do not, 
because light is reflecte.I at a different angle. 


After a few remarks he calls the glazed peak a 
flattened 
out peak without assigning a cause. 
A peak of a cumulus 
cloud might be flattened by a high wind, which would always be likely to flat- 
ten more than one peak. It is not likely to be flattened by atmospheric weight-, 
us that is about five pounds less on every square inch of such a peak than it 
is on the earth. 
Nor is it likely to be flattened by the weight of frozen vapor, 
because that is lighter than the unfrozen vapor. 
What Mr, Gibson calls "the 
squeezlngr of the nodules of vapor" might bo done by an external jjosltive cur- 
rent of electricity, since Ice, frrst and snow are all negatives; but that effect 
would not be limited to one ^ -ak. 
Neither would lightning start from those 
negative surfaces. 


There Is no doubt that a fall of rain makes the air a better conductor of 
electricity, but after the discharge of electricity there is a heavier rain than 
before. 
It is also true that lightning is frequently delivered from one part of 
a cloud. 
It is the same with hail. 


The f-eference to Franklin's experiment with the kite was unfortunate, as 
modern meteorologists know that the results which Franklin obtained under 
a thunder cloud can be obtained under a clear sky. 
The same electrical action 
which created the cloud electrified the kite. 
Electric currents are everlasting- 
ly active in the atmosphere overhead. 
A thunder cloud Is encircled by a sea 
of'accumulated electricity, which is the matrix of the storm. 
Men traveling 
high in mountain regions are occasionally so controlled by the electric behav- 
ior of the clouds above them that they are compelled to lie down until the 
climax has passed. 


Clouds are classified as minerals, being formed and dissipated under sim- 
ilar chemical and electrical laws.

pitch the topee far away from man 
and play heathen for a few weeks. 
The Indian wants to brown himself in 
the smoke of his fire, go around in the 
blistering sun ha Hess, and have a va­ 
cation from civilization. I have known 
white men who liked to play heathen 
a little while. 


“The new name of this girl's father 
was Kitto, after the author of the his­ 
tory of the Bible.

band of hostile Indians who were im­ 
prisoned as a consequence of some 
warlike raids.

When an In­ 
dian becomes a Christian and is bap­ 
tized, they give him a now name to 
indicate something that he is to strug­ 
gle to attain to. 
This is simply an

An Indian father who 
calls his son Shoot-in-tho-Enr thereby 
expresses his hope that when the boy 
grows up he will be able to shoot his 
foe or his Q u a r r y straight and clean 
in the ear. 
I know one Indian who 
christened himself Eli Abraham.

and annexed them to his Indian name, 
in the hope of attaining to their vir­ 
tues. 


They Are Very Religious. 


“Indians hate half broods, 
Once I 
had this same young girl with me at a 
meeting in Tremont Temple, Boston, 
when a young negro preacher ulio tfiis 
almost white, thinking to show his 
lrkndliness, said to her. '1 have a lit­ 
tle Indian blood in me.* 
The girl drew 
herself up, and, looking at him in 
scorn, said: 'You have a little Indian 
blood in you. 
Then I thank Uo^ that 
I am not like’you.' **

bury. are pre-o uineatly religious.

THE OCEAN'S DERELICTS. 


Timber-Laden Craft That Menace the 
Safety of the Seas. 


After going over the impressive list 
of marine accidents caused 
In 
past 
years by collision with floating dere­ 
licts, the reader naturally wonders 
how many 
of 
tho 
re c e d e d 
catas­ 
trophes could have been prevented by 
systematic methods of dealing with 
these dangers to navigation. 
In tho 
ten-year period from lSDtf to 1902 there 
were 51 collisions with derelicts. 
In 
tnree of these—ono somewhat doubt­ 
ful—tho vessel striking was a total 
loss; in 37 it was seriously damaged, 
and in 11 slightly damaged. 
A great 
.nany Norwegian lumber vessels ply­ 
ing from southern ports on the United 
States coast become derelicts, 
This 
is explained paradoxically as the indi­ 
rect result of tho Norwegian's expert 
seamanship and his confidence as a 
sailor, which makes him willing to 
trust in old weather-logged craft, fore­ 
doomed to wreck, but continued in use 
by him till they give way under tho 
stress of actual trial. 


Dynamite is the agency usually sug­ 
gested to destroy these vessels, but 
dynamite will not accomplish every­ 
thing. 
A ship, even an unseaworthy 
one, is a substantially built structure, 
and the explosion that will rend it into 
fragments too small lo endanger an­ 
other vessel striking them must be 
tremendous. 
If the ship floats upside 
down tho task Is still harder and the 
v reckhiK crew must cut into the hull 
In order to place tho charges.

MOKE BACrXft BLOOD 
IN SADDLE II01ÌSES. 


Now Rule Admits Progeny of All 
Thoroughbred Mares to the Sad* 
die Hors* Stud Book» 


With the fate of tho thoroughbred 
horso hanging in the balance in tho 
United States on account of the coun­ 
try wide crusade against race track 
gambling, action has just been taken 
by the American Saddle Horae Breed­ 
ers' Association which may open a 
now field for the use of thoroughbred 
mares. 
After April of next year any 
stallion or mare by a registered sad­ 
dle-bred sire out of a thoroughbred 
dam can be Registered as a standard 
saddle horse in the American Saddle 
Horse Register. No provision is made 
for inspection of the animal, but the 
door is thrown wide open to the pro­ 
duce of all mares of tho racing breed, 
regardless of conformation, action or 
tem peram ent of either tho m are or 
her offspring. 


To horsemen who have followed the 
building up of the breed commonly 
known as Kentucky saddle horses and 
the policy of the American Saddle 
Horso Breeders' Association in the 
past this new rule will occasion sur­ 
prise am ounting to wonderment. 


Requirements for registration lip 
to the present time have been certain 
relationship 
to 
certain 
foundation 
Bires noted for tho superior riding 
qualities and the beauty of their off­ 
spring. 
Among them were Canadian 
pacers, Morgan trotters, bush bred 
running horses of part thoroughbred 
blood and horses of totally unknown 
breeding. 
It may be fairly said that 
blood was not considered in selecting 
the foundation stock, individual ex­ 
cellence of offspring alone governing. 
Trotting blood was used and admitted 
by wholesale, until to-day the regis­ 
tered saddle horso w ithout one or 
more close crosses to the standard 
bred trotter 1b rather the exception 
than the rule. 


Thoroughbred blood has played an 
Important part in tho formation of 
the breed, as it has in the formation 
of the breed of trotters, but the sad­ 
dle horse breeder who nowadays re­ 
verts to fresh infusions of thorough­ 
bred blood is just about as scarce aa 
the trotting horse breeder who gooa 
back to the runner. 
The best speci­ 
mens of the trotting horse and the 
saddle horse show plainly their thor­ 
oughbred ancestry, yet neither hai 
anything to gain and each has much 
to lose by a fresh infusion of the 
blood of the race horse. 
Unless men 
like Charles L. Ralley, Shelby T. Har- 
bison and W. A. McGlbbon are much 
m istaken the modern thoroughbred 
possesses no desirable characteristic 
which has not already been engrafted 
on the sa’ddle-bred horse of Kentucky. 
The latter has almost the incompara­ 
ble quality of the thoroughbred, with 
greater beauty of form and carriage, 
far superior action for saddle pur­ 
poses, and a calm, docile disposition 
which could only be injured by indis­ 
criminate crossing with tho hothead­ 
ed, fretful racer that for 200 years 
has been bred and trained to do but 
one thing— to run. 


W hether breeders of saddle horses 
will take advantage of ilie new rule 
to introduce fresh crosses of racing 
blood into their studs remain to be 
seen, but it will be surprising if any 
very general movement in this direc­ 
tion is made. 
If the object of the 
Kentucky breeders is to eradicate the 
tendency 
to 
rack 
and 
singlefoot, 
which has been so carefully cultivated 
In the saddlebred horse ever since 
tho type was established, th e new 
rule may serve its purpose, but as a 
means of improving the breed in any 
othor respect its wisdom will bo very 
generally questioned.

GROVE LOOKS LIKE A CAMP. 


How the Orange Trees of Florida Are 
Protected from Frost. 


Orange culture in Florida 
has re­ 
ceived a severe shock 
by the recent 
frosts that have killed tho buds and 
dissipated tho hopo of gathing a profit­ 
able harvest during tho coming sum­ 
mer. 
Tho growers have taken to giv­ 
ing their trees as much attention as is 
showered upon any invalid that visits 
that state in search of health. 
There 
are several ways 
of 
protecting, the 
fruit trees, but to the northerner the 
most novel is that 
of individual tent 
coverings for them. 


Many of the tents are 
similar in 
shape to those used for military pur­ 
poses and large enough to hold a doz­ 
en soldiers comfortably. 
Where they 
arc made entirely of canvas they are 
attached to a wooden pole driven into 
the ground and firmly bedded. 


From the top of the polo extends a 
cross-piece which supports the top of 
the canvas when 
the tent is in use. 
Below the crosspleco 
is fastened 
a 
wooden hoop large enough 
to com­ 
pletely encircle the tree. 
When there 
is no danger of a frost, the canvas is 
folded against the supporting post and 
tied so loosely that It can be unfas­ 
tened by a mere 
pull of the 
hand. 
When the engineer 
of the 
railroad 
train passing through the orange coun­ 
try of Florida blows a prolonged blast 
with the whistle of the locomotive you 
can see men, women 
and children 
hastening toward the orange groves as 
the people in a country 
town run to 
put out a fire. 


The whistle is a signal to them that 
a cold wave Is coming, and unless they 
take steps to fight it, a few hours may 
mean the loss of a year's work 
and 
perhaps ruin. 
This is why everybody 
who can help, from 
a 
grandfather 
down to the youngster of 10, starts for 
the orange orchard.

The canvas fastenings 
are untied, 
the cloth pulled around the hoop and 
over the top by a jerk of the cord at­ 
tached. 
Then the ends of the canvas 
are fastened securely. 
Only one per­ 
son is required to cover a single tree, 
unless it is unusually large. The work 
of drawing the tent 
requires only a 
few seconds, but where there are 3000 
or 4000 trees in a grove, time is indeed 
precious. 
Only a few 
hours 
may 
elapse before a frost comes, and it is 
often necessary to work far into the 
night with the aid of lanterns.—Balti- 
timore Sun.

The three are John McGraw, of the 
New York Giants; Clarke Griffith' of 
the Highlanders, and Hughey Jen ­ 
nings, of the Detroit Tigers. 
In ad­ 
dition it can be 
said 
that 
Frank 
Chance, of the champion Cubs; Field­ 
er Jones, of the W hite Sox; Joe Can- 
tillon, of W ashington; Joe Kelley, of 
Boston; Jimmy McAleer, of the St. 
Louis Browns, and John McCloskey, 
of the St. Louis Cardinals, if appear­ 
ances go for anything, do not come 
under the head of “ good losers." 


“I have never been anything else 
but a hard loser," says John Mc­ 
Graw. 
“I can’t see how it is possible 
for a man, after being beaten in a 
hard ball game, to feel happy about 
it. 
If there is anything I hate It is 
to see a player whose side is being 
beaten take the defeat with a happy 
smile. 
I never could do it and 1 
can’t see how an earnest player with 
the Interests of his club at heart can 
do so. 
Give me players who take a 
defeat to heart and make up their 
minds to reverse the result the first 
chance they get." 


This is how Clarke Griffith put it 
not long ago: “I am willing to own 
up to something very few folks will 
admit. 
I am a hard loser. 
There 
can’t possibly be a harder loser in the 
world than I am. 
I hate to lose a 
game of ball and I won’t put on a 
cheerful face over a dropped game. 
I simply can’t make people think I 
am a good loser when I ain’t. 
Men 
known as good losers are pointed out 
as fine fellows. 
Well, the good losers 
can have it. 
I ’ve noticed that the 
good losers don't take the interest in 
their work that a crab does. 
I ’ll say 
flatfooted that no good loser in base­ 
ball ever took as much interest in his 
job as I do. 
I’ll adm it I'm a crab 
and a dead hard loser." 


“I am a hard loser if there is one 
In the business," says Hughey Jen­ 
nings. 
“ I don't want any hilarity In 
camp after the Tigers have lost a 
game. 
I teach my players to worry 
about their mistakes and take their 
defeats to heart. 
It’s too serious a 
condition to justify even simulated 
indifference. 
I have never seen a 
team of good losers that amounted 
to much in these days when baseball 
is strictly a business." 


W hen Jennings took command of 
the Tigers they were a care-free lot. 
They liked to win, as all ball players 
do, but defeats did not worry them, 
at least on the surface. 
Jennings

their physical attainments. 
In the 


past iiielr supply of game has been 
plentiful, and this may account for the 
lack of Inventive genius among them. 
This lack of progressive^ skill is por- 
trayed in their home life, clothing awl 
homes. Their children suffer from it. 
For. contrary to the practice common 
among most Indians of feeding, dress- 
ing and training the children well, the 
Oiias' little ones are mostly naked, 
poorly fed aud altogether neglected. 
They have abundant material for sup- 
plying themselves with clothing and 
lioaies. and yet they throw a few 
branches together, put skins over the 
windward side and then shiver under 
the miserable shelter. 


Sc-ieutist* who have ma^c a study 


of the- subject say the language of ihe 
Oaas is the strangest ever listened to. 
Many of the words are not difficult to 
pronounce, nor is ihe construction of 
the seurencos difficult, but every few 
words are interrupted by a 
sound

There 
is no race in the world Avith a moro 
perfect physical development than the 
Ona Indians. 
This is partly duo to 
the topography of the country and Uio 
distribution 
of game, wliich 
nuikoa 
long marches across the country a ne- 
cessity. 


In menlftlity they 
fall far 
below 
their physical attainments. 
In 
the 
past their supply of game has been 
plentiful, and this may account for the 
lack of inventive genius among them. 
This lack of progressive" skill is por- 
trayed iu their home life, clothing and 
homes. 
Their children suiter from it. 
For. contrary to the practice common 
among most Indians of feedinji, dress- 
ing and training the children Avell, the 
Onas* little ones are mostly 
naked, 
poorly fed and altogether jieglccted. 
They have abundant material for sup- 
plying themselve.s Avith clothing and 
homes, 
and 
yet they ihroAA'^ a few 
branches together, put skins over the 
windward side and then shi\%' under 
tiie miserable shelter. 


Scientists Avho have made a study 
of the subject say the language of the 
Onas is the strangest ever listened to. 
Many of the Avords are not diihcult to 
pronounce, nor is the construction of

How the "Fiddler"' Folds Up for His j 


Long Winter Sleep. 
j 


One of the most interesting mem- 


bers of the crab family is the queer 
and grotesque little "fiddler," which 
lives-IB.burrows in. the banks of creeks 
and estuaries back of tfie beach. Into 
these burrows the crab retires in 
autumn and composes itself for a long 
winter sleep. The eye stalks are then 
folded down into sockets beneath the 
shell, and the large claw rests closed 
and inert against the body, while the 
legs are folded up until the entire ani- 
mal is snugly closed upon itself, and 
It remains in this dormant condition 
until the spring. Early in April the 
"fiddlers" awaken and immediately at- 
tend to clearing out their burrows. 
The large claw is useless for eating, 
only the small one being available for 
this purpose. It is arousing to see the 
delicacy with which this little .claw 
feels about and picks up the particles 
of -vegetable matter and places them 
in the mouth, while the eyes are all 
the time raised aloft on their stalks 
and apparently Itxjking off into 
the 


distance. The female crabs have both 


-\ claws small and of equal size, so they 


are both used in feeding, and she can 


- satisfy her hunger just twice as easily 


and quietly as the male. These "fid- 
dler" crabs also gather food and store 
it in the barrows for future use.
